When the West was 
first opened to settlement with the edvenwof the C.P.R., predictions were made 
that a great future awaited it, and these were renewed when twenty-one years 
ago the Old North West Territories passed and the Provinces of Saskatchewan 
and Alberta came into being. Bui even the most optimistic could hardly 
foresee such growth as has actually been recorded 

Twenty-one years ago Manitoba had a population of about 300,900, and in 
creating the two new Vrovinees were each credited with an estimated 
population of 250,000 As uv matter of fact the census the following year dls- 
closed a much smaller figure. Compared with less than 700,000 population in 
the three prairie provinces in 1905, it is confidently predicted that thig year's 
census will show a population of approximately two and one-half millfons,. 

According to a recent estimate by the Dominion Burean of Statistics, the 
gross agricultural wealth of Canada in 1925 was $7,832,942,000, almost one-half 
of which was credited to Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, Although the 
youngest of all the provinces Saskatchewan occupies second place in gross ag- 
ricultural wealth, being exceeded by Ontario only, while Alberta and Manitoba 
occupy fourth and fifth places respectively.
